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Centennial 'Rail committee to kick 
start development

A Centennial Trail system is 
in the works for Didsbury, and 
now Town Council is seeking 
members of the community to 
get involved in the project by 
joining a Centennial Trail 
Committee. 

The process for the trail 
started when the new council 
was elected and they estab¬ 
lished a set of priorities which 
they wanted to accomplish dur¬ 
ing their term, and included in 
these was; to provide a munici¬ 
pal infrastructure that both 
supported and encouraged an 
active and healthy lifestyle for 
all residents, to provide posi¬ 
tive activities for youth, to pro¬ 
vide a “draw” for possible new 
residents to the Town, and to 
provide a pathway system that 
would connect all parts of the 
Town. 

The Town was also wanting 
to create a Centennial project 
for Alberta’s Centennial, that 
would be enduring, could be 
enjoyed bv all residences, and 
reflected the enthusiasm and 
pride the residents of Didsbury 
have for the Province of Al¬ 
berta. Council then decided to 
build a pathway system that 
would both circle and connect 
all areas of the town. 

“The Town of Didsbury is 
now setting up a committee 
under the Town umbrella con¬ 
sisting of members of the com¬ 
munity at large and approxi¬ 
mately three Town staff in or¬ 
der to initiate the development 
of a trail system,” said Colleen 
Gustavson, Centennial Trail 
committee. “This initiative is 
fully backed by Town Council 
and we hope to get the commu¬ 
nity, schools and service/rec¬ 
reation groups involved.” 

The goal is to build a trail 
in a manner that makes it en¬ 
joyable to walk for pleasure or 
exercise, but laid out so that 
people can access Didsbury’s 
many amenities without hav¬ 
ing to use a motor vehicle. 

“Preliminary planning has 
already begun and the Town 
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has funds earmarked for the 
project,” said Gustavson. “The 
first phase of the community 
trail system will begin in the 
new Memorial Park.” 

The trail is to provide an op¬ 
portunity for community mem¬ 
bers to walk, run, bike or cross¬ 
country ski. It is also to pro¬ 
mote family time, and showcase 
the town. 

The circular pathway system 
will eventually connect all ar¬ 
eas of the town, and all new sub¬ 
divisions will be required to 
have pathway systems that con¬ 
nects with the circular pathway. 
Some already constructed 
sidewalks will form part of the 
pathway network. 

Memorial Park will be phase 
one of the pathway system, and 
included in this phase are three 
proposed components, includ¬ 
ing; a pathway system on top 


of the Rosebud Creek ravine 
within Memorial Park that will 
connect the proposed ball dia¬ 
monds, and amphitheatre, all 
within the park setting. It is 
also proposed that this phase 
will be paved. The second com¬ 
ponent is a paved pathway that 
connects Memorial Park to the 
Valerosa Subdivision, and the 
final component is a shale path¬ 
way that meanders through the 
wooded ravine valley and pro¬ 
vides an opportunity for visi¬ 
tors to enjoy the wooded coun¬ 
try setting and the abundance 
of wildlife. 

The estimated cost of the 
project is $462,500. The Cen¬ 
tennial Trail Committee will 
consist of; Colleen Gustavson, 
representing the Didsbury En¬ 
vironmental Advisory Board, 
Byron Sayer, representing the 
Town, two public members, a 


chairperson (to be chosen by 
committee) and either the 
Town CAO Roy Brown or as¬ 
sistant CAO Brenda Hemming. 

“The committee will mainly 
focus on fundraising and or¬ 
ganizing volunteer efforts. We 
are actively seeking corpo¬ 
rate and private sponsor¬ 
ship, and funding through 
grants,” said Gustavson. 
“Those who have a trail, 
recreational or relative 
background may find this 
committee very rewarding. 
We are also seeking indi¬ 
viduals, or groups interested 
in volunteering in other as¬ 
pects of the trail system.”

Boyko, Custom Touch 
Homes. “My house did not 
even get the worst damage, 
Joe Anderson’s house did. 
They kicked in the walls, 
pulled out heating equip¬ 
ment and broke windows.” 

The RCMP estimated over 
$7000 of damage in total, but 
Boyko thinks the damage on 
Anderson’s home alone is about 
that. 

“I have four broken windows 
in mine, about $2500 in dam¬ 
age,” said Boyko. “I bet you 
Joe’s place alone has about 
$7000 in damage.” 

Boyko is hoping someone 
speaks up about who is respon¬ 
sible for the crime. 

“There was also about five 
vehicles vandalised,” said 
Boyko. “This is such an inconven¬ 
ience to everyone. We have insur¬ 
ance, but the deductibles are high, 
this is going to come out of our pock¬ 
ets.”

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Family Violence- It 
has lasting etfects- 
Part 2

November is Family Vio¬ 
lence Prevention Month in 
Alberta. The following story 
is of an area resident that 
married into a life of family 
violence. Family violence 
happens everywhere. Say 
something. For your sake. 
For their sake. It’s your busi¬ 
ness. Please call 1-866-331- 
3933 for more information. 

At 18 years old, Sherry 
was very young, very naive 
and very rebellious. 

She moved away from 
home and at 18 moved in 
with her boyfriend in Ontario, 
eight years her senior. The 
first year that they lived to¬ 
gether was great. Sherry 
says that there were no prob¬ 
lems at all. 

Then one evening she 
didn’t cook the potatoes 
properly. He slapped her 
across the face. And so the 
abuse began. 

Sherry says that after this 
episode, her boyfriend was 
immediately apologetic: 
hugging her, saying he was 
sorry and that it would never 
happen again. And it didn’t... 
for a couple months. 

She recalls how the abuse 
got progressively worse as 
the months went by. 

“My head was his favorite 
target,” she says. “I’ve lost 
teeth, had my nose broken 
four times and have been in 
body braces because of my 
broken ribs.” 

Sherry says that he was 
never drunk or under the in¬ 
fluence of drugs when he 
would abuse her. 

“I wish he had been drunk 
or high. Then there would 
have been an excuse for his 
behavior.” 

Anything could trigger his 
anger, from her not having 
her hair done to wearing the 
wrong clothes or using the 
wrong tone of voice. He 
would call her “fat, ugly, say 
that nobody would want me. 
I became very insecure. 
This became an everyday 
occurrence.” 

Sherry lost all her friends 
and he tried to keep her 
away from her own family. 
She felt extreme isolation. 
He would take her car keys 
or remove the distributor cap 
from her car so that she 
couldn’t go to work at times. 

This type of volatile life¬ 
style wasn’t one that Sherry 
was used to. She grew up in 
a family where there was no 
abuse. But, he was used to 
living with abuse. His father 
had been abusive to his 
mother while he had been 
growing up. Sherry eventu¬ 
ally married her abuser and 


had two children with him. 

“When they get control of 
you, they control everything,” 
Sherry says. “They control 
your every move, your every 
thought and everything you 
have.” 

Sherry says that this vio¬ 
lence was well-known to 
friends and family members. 
She recalls one evening 
when they had company 
over. “We were in the kitchen 
and he was beating the liv¬ 
ing tar out of me. His best 
friend came in the room and 
I asked him to call the police. 
The friend just looked at me 
and said, ‘Oh, you’re busy. 
I’ll come back.’” 

She also says that her 
parents were aware of the 
abuse. “He would call my fa¬ 
ther to come and pick me up 
after he’d beat me up. My 
parents would come and 
pick our kids up from the hos¬ 
pital.” 

When Sherry would con¬ 
tact the police she says they 
“thought it was a joke. They 
never did anything about it. 
This abuse was very well- 
known to the police. My doc¬ 
tor would phone the police 
after every incident.” 

She explains that much of 
the abuse from her husband 
was done to her mentally. 
“Mental abuse lasts forever. 
It doesn’t matter what situa¬ 
tion you are in. The bruises 
go away, but what’s inside 
your head never does.” 

After eight years of living 
with her husband and his vio¬ 
lent ways. Sherry finally left. 
She had a nervous break¬ 
down, went into treatment 
and had her children taken 
away from her. The children, 
aged 2 '/a and 5 years old, 
were left to be raised by their 
father. 

Sherry says that her ex- 
husband wouldn’t let her go 
easily. She says that she 
had a bodyguard for the six 
months following her leaving 
him, and that he followed her 
everywhere and was con¬ 
stantly threatening her. “I’d 
look around and he’d be 
there.” 

She moved out of town 
and eventually he left her 
alone. Sherry says that he 
did become physically and 
mentally abusive to their two 
children, which still affects 
them in adulthood. She says 
her son, now 24 years old, 
has become abusive to¬ 
wards women. “He’s very 
much like his father. His atti¬ 
tude about women is pretty 
much like his dads. It’s defi¬ 
nitely a learned behavior - 
my kids grew up with it.” 

Since leaving, Sherry has 
began to take care of her¬ 
self. She’s been in counsel¬ 
ling for over 20 years. She 
says, “talking about it 
helps. Holding it in doesn’t.”

She’s helped to set up a 
women’s shelter in British 
Columbia. She worked there, 
helped counsel abused 
women and would go to court 
with the residents to face 
their abusers. Sherry says 
that domestic violence hap¬ 
pens to people in all walks 
of life and that she can now 
easily recognize a woman 
who is being abused. “She 
has dull, empty eyes. It’s like 
the life is drained right out of 
them. It’s like slowly taking 
the flame off a candle. Even¬ 
tually the light goes out.” 


Sherry believes that talk¬ 
ing about her past is the 
best way to heal herself. “I 
have nothing to be ashamed 
of. Everyone hears me loud 
and clear. I make no bones 
about it,” she says. “The 
more I talk about it the bet¬ 
ter I feel. If victims don’t talk 
about it, they’re victims. If 
they do talk about it, they’re 
survivors.” 

She says that family vio¬ 
lence is a huge issue in 
Didsbury. “It’s so hard. Peo¬ 
ple really don’t want to hear 
it. It’s in their backyards and 


they don’t want to see it,” 
Sherry says. “It’s not alright to 
do in society. There is too 
much violence in the world. 
Home should be a safe place 
for everybody.” 

Sherry advises anyone in¬ 
volved in domestic violence 
to seek out help. “Get help. 
Talk to a friend. Don’t keep 
quiet because it won’t get 
better. It only gets worse. It’s 
all about power and control.”

November 8,2005 


• Council passed By¬ 
law 05-11 Economic De¬ 
velopment Committee. It 
will be the job of the Eco¬ 
nomic Development Com¬ 
mittee to begin working 
with the Town of Didsbury 
Business Plan and formu¬ 
late strategies to help 
achieve the goals out¬ 
lined by Council. Mem¬ 
bers of the public are 
asked to sit on this com¬ 
mittee as Members-at- 
large. 

• Council passed 
amendments to Bylaw 04- 
04 Water & Sewer to spe¬ 
cifically address the 
proper installation and 
use of sump pumps and 
the discharge of storm 
water in the sewer system. 

• The domestic water 
heater in the curling rink 
has become plugged with 
corrosion. Council ap¬ 
proved for its replace¬ 


ment. 

• Concerns regarding 
the trees in Kinsmen Park 
were brought forth from a 
resident. Council has 
agreed to remove and re¬ 
place as many trees in Kins¬ 
men Park as possible for the 
budget amount. 

• Council approved the 
I.T. (Information Technol¬ 
ogy) Assessment and that a 
yearly replacement budget 
of up to $10,000 be put to¬ 
ward the purchase of infor¬ 
mation technology. 

• The Town of Didsbury 
needs to complete some of 
the development require¬ 
ments in the Rosebud Indus¬ 
trial Subdivision. Council 
approved the awarding of 
the work to Roger Quantz 
and that the required funds 
of $50,000 are charged to 
the Land Sales Contracted 
Service budget. 


• A new agreement 
between the Environment 
Minister, and the member 
Towns of the Mountain 
View Regional Waste Man¬ 
agement Commission was 
approved for signing by 
Council. 

• Approval was 
granted to Trident Explo¬ 
ration for construction of a 
pipeline in the Right of 
Way north of the Lagoon 
at NW Vt 10-31-1-W5M. 

• A Public Hearing 
will be held regarding the 
proposed Cat Bylaw 05- 
10. This hearing will 
take place on Tuesday, 
December 13, 2005 at 6:00 
p.m. in Council Chambers. 

• Council approved 
to put in a bid to host an 
AUMA (Alberta Urban Mu¬ 
nicipality Association) Off- 
Site Meeting to be held on 
August 24, 2006. 
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Once again this past week¬ 
end, Didsbury was vandalized 
in several areas around town, 
and now innocent people are 
left to pay. 

Culprits went into homes 
under construction and 
kicked in walls, broke win¬ 
dows, punched walls, and 
more.

Please don V let us be killed! 


Dear Humans; 

We would like you to know 
that our beloved companion and 
friend, “Buttons,” was shot 
and killed on October 29th in 
the town of Didsbury. Buttons’ 
only “crime” was getting out of 
his yard. This is already a mat¬ 
ter of public record as it was 
reported to the RCMP. The 
shooter himself reported that 
this was not the first dog he has 
killed. 

Button’s Mom was looking 
for him that afternoon. She 
called and called his name. He 
heard her, but he lay dying on 
the ground because he had a 
fatal bullet shot wound. He 
couldn’t run home to safety. 
His Mom and Dad needed po¬ 
lice assistance to retrieve his 
body. 

Sections 445 of the Cana¬ 
dian Criminal Code, written 
in 1892 says: 

445. Every one who willfully 
and without lawful excuse 

(a) kills, maims, wounds, 
poisons or injures dogs, birds 
or animals that are not cattle 
and are kept for a lawful pur¬ 
pose, (etc.) 

is guilty of an offence pun¬ 
ishable on summary conviction. 
(See also 446) 

Where an accused is con¬ 
victed of an offence under sub¬ 
section (1), the court may, in 
addition to any other sentence 
that may be imposed for the of¬ 
fence, make an order prohibit¬ 
ing the accused from owning or 
having the custody or control 
of an animal or a bird during 
any period not exceeding two 
years. 

This “law” doesn't have a lot 
of “bite” but it does make pro¬ 
visions for dealing with unjus¬ 
tified animal killing cases. Bill 
C-10 was but one attempt to 
address the weakness of the 
Canadian Criminal Code. One 
of the reasons for the Depart¬ 


ment of Justice’s action was 
“mounting scientific evidence 
of a link between animal abuse 
and domestic violence and vio¬ 
lence against people generally.” 
(Reference: Covering letter to 
Crimes Against Animals, A 
Consultation Paper, Depart¬ 
ment of Justice, September 
1998.) The newest incarnation 
of the bill, Bill C-50 most re¬ 
cently sputtered out in summer 
of 2005. This indifference to 
animal well being exists even 
though federal Justice minister 
Irwin Cotier, who introduced 
the most recent Bill C-50, said 
that the issue of animal cruelty 
is the issue that consistently 
draws the most public response. 
The feebleness of the law does 
not give one a “right” to kill 
family pets. In a country that 
would not even consider capi¬ 
tal punishment for serial sex 
offenders who torture and kill 
their victims, a family pet caus¬ 
ing no real harm whatsoever 
can be killed. The problem with 
human logic is that it is so ... 


illogical. 

The Animal Protection 

Act defines an animal in dis¬ 
tress as an animal without ad¬ 
equate food, water, care or shel¬ 
ter or an animal that is injured, 
sick, in pain or suffering, or is 
abused or neglected. Fines for 
negligent owners can be up to 
$20,000. Unfortunately the pro¬ 
vincial Stray Animals Act 
states that “The owner or the 
person in actual possession of 
livestock or domestic fowl or 
any person authorized by either 
of them may kill a dog in the 
act of pursuing, worrying or 
destroying that livestock or do¬ 
mestic fowl on land owned or 
occupied by the owner or per¬ 
son in actual possession of that 
livestock or domestic fowl.” So 
that means you can’t neglect to 
feed your dog, but your neigh¬ 
bour can shoot it - with impu¬ 
nity. And he might have no 
scruples about doing so. Hu¬ 
man logic again. Aside from the 
appearance of the federal and 
provincial legislations seeming

What if the “farmer” 
doesn’t actually have any live¬ 
stock - what then is the war¬ 
rant for shooting a dog? No 
livestock means that there is no 
harassed livestock. In that 
case, we need to return to sec¬ 
tion 445 of the CCC. The act 
doesn’t let you just shoot any¬ 
way. 

What if there is no proof 
that a stray dog bothered any 
livestock, but just went on the 
land? Some dogs do bother cat¬ 
tle (not us!) but you can’t just 


assume that all dogs will. Why 
doesn’t the burden of proof rest 
with the shooter? Do the 
slaughter rules apply to pup¬ 
pies, too? Doesn’t it bother you 
just a little that as a dog owner 
you have no rights whatsoever 
regarding the well-being of 
your pet if you live near a gun- 
toting neighbour and the dog 
so much as steps on his land? 
You are not “equal before the 
law” here. Many humans are 
pretty responsible where their 
dogs are concerned.

director. “Each community 
is its own special place with 
its own specific crimes.

A Crime Prevention Coor¬ 
dinator was hired, under a 
one year contract, under the 
three FCSS groups, to as¬ 
sess what services should 
be offered, and what holes 
need to be filled.

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Habitat for Humanity allows the impossible to 

become possible

If it wasn’t for Habitat for 
Humanity Priscilla Anthony 
says she would have never been 
able to provide stability for her 
two young daughters, which her 
new home she moved into this 
past weekend gives her and her 
family, she says. 

This past Sunday, November 
20 the Anthony family, along 
with a house full of guests from 
all over Mountain View County 
took part in the first ever Habi¬ 
tat for Humanity Mountain 
View chapter, house dedication 
in the Village of Cremona. Many 
tears were shed, many smiles 
appeared, and most importantly 
a young family now has a beau¬ 
tiful new home to call their very 
own. 

There is a common miscon¬ 
ception about what Habitat for 
Humanity does. Many believe 
that the program is set up as a 
‘hand out’ when really it’s a 
‘hand up.’ Habitat for Human¬ 
ity allows families who otherwise 
would never be able to qualify 
for a mortgage and own their 
own home, make that dream 
become a reality. 

Each of the Habitat homes is 
built completely by volunteers, 
the land which the home is built 
on is generally donated or sold 
at a very low cost and many of 
the supplies and materials are 
also donated or else sold to Habi¬ 
tat at a reduced rate. 

By having no labor costs and 
reduced costs in other areas this 
allows Habitat for Humanity to 
build a quality home for a frac¬ 
tion of the price - allowing them 
to pass these savings onto the 
selected family. 

The selected family - in this 
case being Priscilla’s - will still 
be responsible to make monthly 
mortgage payments. 

The mortgage is interest free 
and is generally around $60,000 
- meaning that the family can 
eventually have their entire 
house paid off, and has a home 
to call their very own. Some¬ 
thing which otherwise probably 
would have never been possible. 

The mortgage payments are 
based on the individual’s in-

come, but generally accounts for 
about 25 to 30 per cent of their 
income. Most Habitat for Hu¬ 
manity families, before moving 
into their new homes, were dish¬ 
ing out over 50 per cent of their 
monthly income to rent. 

The mortgage payments 
which Pricilla will start making 
will go into a revolving fund 
which will held pay for other 
builds throughout the County. 

The local Mountain View 
chapter of Habitat for Human¬ 
ity is approximately three years 
ago, according to the chapters 
Vice President Kathleen 
Johnston. 

Johnston says that it was 
apparent that there needed to be 
a local chapter in Mountain 
View County and says it’s excit¬ 
ing to finally have their first 
house constructed and the fam¬ 
ily getting ready to move in. 

“It was clear that there was 
a need (in Mountain View 
County),” Johnston said. “Be¬ 
tween 17 and 19 per cent of the 
population of Canada are living 
in poverty - so the need was very 
clear.” 

Johnston says that this home 
which the Anthony family is 
moving into could not have been 
done without the generosity of 
so many people. 

She explained that so many 
individuals stepped up to the 
plate to donate their time, their 
money, supplies, and other 
things. 

“It was marvelous how many 
people stepped forward,” 
Johnston said. “We still encour¬ 
age everyone to contact us if they 
are interested in helping in any¬ 
way.” 

One of the main things which 
was donated and was obviously 
critical was the land. The 


Cremona United Church 
stepped up to the plate when 
Habitat for Humanity were 
looking for a place to build their 
first home and donated 100 per 
cent of the land in the Village of 
Cremona. 

Construction of the home 
started on May 15 this year and 
wrapped up just days before the 
home dedication held on Sunday 
and despite standing before the 
new home in Cremona, Johnston 
says it’s almost unbelievable to 
realize they got their first build 
completed. 

“It’s kind of hard to believe 
we are standing here,” she said. 
“This family is very deserving 
of this home and we are happy 
we could help.” 

There were 15 applications 
for this home, of which the 
Anthony family was chosen. 

Pricialla had to go through a 
number of lenghtly interviews 
which can cause a lot of stress, 
prove that she is a low income 
earner, and agree that she 
wanted to be a partner with the 
local chapter of Habitat for Hu¬ 
manity. 

Following the house dedica¬ 
tion Pricialla took the time to 
explain how she felt - which was 
almost impossible to do so with 
words. 

“I am excited.estastic, over¬ 
whelmed,” she said. “I don’t 
know how to explain it. It’s an 
awesome feeling.” 

When Pricilla found out just 
over two years ago that she was 
the family selected, she always 
fell off her chair because she 
practically forgot she had even 
filled out the application and 
sent it it. 

“I had applied and kind of 
forgot about it,” she admitted. 
“You get busy with your day to 


day life and I had kind of forgot 
about it until I received the call.” 

Pricialla says that the reason 
she decided to fill out an appli¬ 
cation was because she felt if she 
was chosen it would allow her 
to offer stability and a more solid 
future for her two young daugh¬ 
ters - Tamara, 15 and Nichole, 
6. 

“It’s a solid future for my 
girls and stability has always 
been my main concern,” she 
said. 

The most overwhelming thing 
for Pricialla was that she now 
has a beautiful new home that 
was constructed especially for 
her and her daughters by com¬ 
plete strangers. 

“It’s just overwhelming that 
so many strangers would do 
this out of the goodness of their 
hearts,” Pricilla added. 

Fifteen-year-old Tamara says 
that her new home is something 
that she and her family will 
value. 

“I know this house is not 
only one of my dreams but also 
my Mom’s,” Tamara said. “I 
know this is not only the best 
day of my life, but also my mom’s 
and my sister’s.” 


Habitat for Humanity has 
built more than 200,000 homes 
in 100 countries around the 
world. A new home is dedicated 
worldwide every 24 minutes. 
Habitat for Humanity Canada 
has dedicated more than 940 
homes from coast to coast since 
its inception. There are cur¬ 
rently 67 affiliates in all 10 prov¬ 
inces and two territories, help¬ 
ing to eliminate poverty hous¬ 
ing. 

The next build is scheduled 
to start in the Town of Sundre, 
after their town council stepped 
up to the plate and donated a 
parcel of land for the next home 
to be built on. The family has 
already been selected, after a 
total of 10 applied. 

“Our goal has always been to 
build a home in each of the larger 
communities in the County - Olds, 
Didsbury, Carstairs, Cremona, 
and Sundre,” Johnston added, say¬ 
ing that they are definitely headed 
in the right direction.

difference in the livelihood of 
people in desperate situa¬ 
tions. 

World Vision is an interna¬ 
tional Christian relief and de¬ 
velopment organization that 
works in more than 90 coun¬ 
tries and provides help to 
more than 85 million people 
annually. 

Dave Toycen, president 
of World Vision Canada said 
Canadians purchased ap¬ 
proximately $6 million worth 
of gifts last year; enough 
money to buy 75,000 gift 
items for those in need.

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Cremona Lions Special Report

In Part 1 of this Report we 
began by giving an overview 
of Lions Club International, and 
then detailed the place of 
Cremona Lions Club in the 
scheme of things. We dis¬ 
cussed the aims of Lionism, 
membership, and some incipi¬ 
ent problems for clubs at 
large. We then went on to 
specify some particulars of 
work done by Cremona Lions 
up to early 2001 (Service, fi¬ 
nancial, and other). Up to that 
point we Lions in Cremona had 
donated at least $172,000 for 
various causes, mainly within 
the Community. 

Cremona Lions 

A Brief History 

It all began about 35 years 
ago. Walter Wearmouth, a 
member of the Bearspaw Li¬ 
ons Club, approached three 
individuals in the Cremona 
area in 1969 or 1970, in regard 
to the forming of a Lions Club 
in Cremona. Bob Dubois and 
Jack Bellamy were two of the 
three individuals contacted. 
These in turn got in touch with 
some twenty others (the mini¬ 
mum number for the formation 
of a new club), thus forming the 
core of the new Cremona and 
District Lions Club. Bob 
Dubois was the first President 
and Jack Bellamy its first Sec¬ 
retary 'The Sponsoring*dub 
was the Didsbury Lions Club. 

Since that time, Cremona Li¬ 
ons Club has in turn spon¬ 
sored The Madden Lions 
Club and the Carstairs Lions 
Club. 

Most of the original Charter 
Members of the Cremona Li¬ 
ons Club have moved away 
from the area, or are de¬ 
ceased. The following Charter 
members are still with the club: 
Lionel Bird, Ben Grainger, Ron 
Hettinger, Ralph McKinnon, 
Darrell Newsome, Boyd 
Oborne, Bruce A. Roy, and 
Doug Sherriffs. 

We congratulate these 
Magnificent Eight on continu¬ 
ing to be Lions members, and 
carrying on the tradition of 
Lionism with such verve and 
dedication. 

We also owe a deep debt 
to those who worked so hard 
and who have since left the 
Cremona area to move on to 
new pastures. To them too we 
say well done! 

We must not forget those 
others who have passed on. 
To them we say: You will re¬ 
main in our minds and memo¬ 
ries for all the work you have 
done in making this compara¬ 
tively small club so recog¬ 
nized in spite of the small 
population base it has to work 
with. 

Part 2 of this Report will 
elaborate on what the Club 
has done since the year 2001 
up to June 2005. 

Following this, we will ad¬ 
dress certain problems that 
are surfacing and which give 
us great cause for concern 
such as falling membership.

etery $4,882.17; Mountain 
View Seniors Housing $7,000. 

The total for (2001-June 
2005) $116,731.46 Total to 
2001 (20 Years) $172,642.93. 
Total for the past 25 years is 
$289,374.39 

On average, therefore, this 
amounts to about $12,000 dol¬ 
lars of donations per year. In 
reality, the past five years 
have averaged some $23,000 
per year. It is an effort we Li¬ 
ons are proud of. Most of this 
money has gone to local 
causes. 

But there is cause for great 
concern: In terms of member¬ 
ship, our numbers have stead¬ 
ily declined in the past few 
years. From a high of about 55, 
we have now dropped to an 
alarming 38. We feel that 
something drastic has to be 
done to stem the decline. 

We know that Cremona and 
District can ill afford a ‘lame 
duck’ club. We recently com¬ 
puted the average age of our 
Club. It presently stands at just 
under 67 years. Two of our 
most senior members are just 
under 90 years of age! And 
they regularly put in their share 
of work at various Lions 
events. Our youngest Lion is 
a (comparatively) youthful 49 
years. Many of our finest work¬ 
ers have some concern or 
other in regard to their health. 


In spite of this, every single 
one of them pulls his weight 
when it comes to sharing the 
work load. 

We have not hit the panic 
button as yet. But we believe it 
is time to tell it like it is. We 
need fresh blood in the Club. 
In no way is this intended to 
lessen our appreciation of the 
efforts of those who work so 
hard for the Club and Commu¬ 
nity. We realize that many 
younger members of this com¬ 
munity (such as those in the 25- 
40 years’ bracket) are too in¬ 
volved in raising their young 
families. In order to have a full 
life, both parents have to en¬ 
sure that their children have 
access to the fullest in educa¬ 
tion, the arts (music, etc.), and 
sports (hockey and the like). 

Our recruitment efforts are 
not directed at this age group! 
But we would like those in the 
40 plus bracket who have an 
interest in the well-being of this 
community to give very seri¬ 
ous thought to joining the 
Cremona Lions Club. It is a 
relatively simple process to 
get to know how this could be 
done. 

Perhaps this tabulation will 
help: 

1. The prospective appli¬ 
cant must have a genuine in¬ 
terest in community work. 

2. He must be prepared to 
give of his time in order to fur¬ 
ther the aims of Lionism. Lions 
do not need to make monetary 
contributions; It is a labour of 
love. 

3. He may approach any 
Cremona Lion to learn what he 
must do to become a member 
of this Club. Oddly though, 
membership is by invitation 
only. 

4. Intending members ac¬ 
companied by their sponsors 
are allowed to attend three 
consecutive Cremona Lions 
Club meetings (supper, Octo¬ 
ber to June) as non-paying 
guests of the club. In this way, 
he will get to know how the club 
functions (Parliamentary pro¬ 
cedure for meetings, commit¬ 
tees to facilitate the smooth 
running of day-to-day matters, 
etc.). At any time after the first 
meeting, the intending mem¬ 
ber may express his intention 


of becoming a Lion. At that 
time, a secret ballot is taken. 
If successful, the applicant 
becomes a Lion. 

5. The sponsor usually 
works closely for about a 
year with the ‘rookie’ mem¬ 
ber, showing him the ropes. 
He is given a position on one 
of the committees that might 
interest him. In this way he is 
weaned into being a full 
fledged member of his new 
club. 

6. And if one thinks that be¬ 
ing a Lions Club member is 
a ‘dry-as-dust’ affair, please 
think again. Every meeting is 
primarily directed at getting 
the job done. But there are 
many light-hearted moments 
to alleviate the seriousness 
of the task at hand. Just one: 
joke time is NOT to be 
missed. In more recent 
years, the portrayer of ‘Billy’ 
has truly excelled in narrat¬ 
ing a series of jokes. In lat¬ 
ter years, the late Ralph 
Thompson, excelled in en¬ 
thralling his audience with 
the perfection that he 
evinced in many a detailed 
joke. Then there was Cliff 
Gillespie with his ‘Marie’ 
jokes told in his inimitable 
‘French’ accent. And there 
were many others. So please 
join, if only to come to meet¬ 
ings for the jokes (ha! ha!). 

Cremona Needs You. The 
4 past Record of this club 
speaks for itself. With recent 
yearly donations at times 
exceeding $25,000 a year, 
Cremona can ill afford to wit¬ 
ness the demise of its Lions 
Club. To be perfectly honest, 
we do not expect to see a 
notice in the obituary col¬ 


umns. But it is imperative that 
all residents in the Cremona 
area take note of the rapid 
decline, and help us to stem 
this. 

We ask all well-wishers to 
come onside with the Club: 
talk to your friends and neigh¬ 
bours; twist a few arms; be 
persuasive; take prospec¬ 
tive members on guilt trips. 
We think that you will be 
pleasantly surprised with the 
results you will achieve. We 
say Cremona can be a light¬ 
house in the darkness that 
seems to be the way society 
is going these days. We 
cannot rely entirely on fund¬ 
ing by the various governing 
bodies. Some organization 
must occasionally pick up 
the slack until the wheels of 
government finally get going. 
This is where a Service Club 
like the Lions is so needed. 
We generally try to take care 
of those individuals who fall 
through the cracks. 

There is one very impor¬ 
tant point we would like to 
make: a prime candidate for 
membership must be one 
who will stay the course. In 
other words, he must be pre¬ 
pared to work very hard at 
being a good Lion. And he 
can be assured of whole¬ 
hearted support from his 
sponsor and other Lions 
members. 

We hope that this FIFTH 
COLUMN of community 
members can make a differ¬ 
ence in helping us to recruit 
much needed new blood. 
May they be successful in 
their endeavours. Our Com¬ 
munity is relying on you. GO

a landowner will receive 70 
per cent more than that sum 
and Altalink is offering mar¬ 
ket value for land purchased 
for the right-of-way access. 

Glenn Smith said 
UPTAG’s 3000 member’s 
“prime goal is to get these 
lines moved to a less produc¬ 
tive area.” 

But Johns says it’s about 
connecting the dots, which 
may be difficult on different 
swaths of land. 

“The majority of land- 
owners don’t want a 500kV 
line across their land,” ad¬ 
mits Johns, “The project 


connects Genesee to the 
Lock end area to Langdon. 
We are trying to find the 
best route that connects 
those three locations with 
the most reasonable cost and 
the least amount of impact.” 

Altalink staff is still go¬ 
ing door-to-door to meet 
with landowners, collecting 
data to tweak their proposal 
and allay any unease before 
applying to the EUB. 

Any person who has any 
apprehensions pertaining to 
the proposed power lines 
must contact Alberta envi¬ 
ronment by Dec. 15.

to 500-kilovolts from 240- 
kilovolts. AESO hopes to 
have the $340 million project 
completed in 2009. 

Neil Millar, vice president 
of transmission with AESO 
said we need new transmis¬ 
sion lines for reliability rea¬ 
sons. 

“We need it to keep the 
lights on in Alberta,” said 
Millar, adding the current 
proposal is deemed the best 
means of giving power to 
Albertans in this region. 

He said that this route 
with the 500kV lines has the 
best combination of techni¬ 
cal, economic, landowner 
and environmental impact. 

In April of 2005, the 
EUB, which regulates utili¬ 
ties in the industry, ap¬ 
proved the need to reinforce 
the Edmonton to Calgary 
transmission system to alle¬ 
viate system constraints 
and improve system effi¬ 
ciency. 

EUB spokesman Davis 
Scheremata said they are 
now waiting for Altalink to 
speak with landowners and 
come forward with an appli¬ 
cation to build a safe and 
reliable system to deliver the 
energy. He said the board 
hopes any issues that arise 
with landowners will get 
worked out at the very early 
planning stage of the proc¬ 
ess. 

Scheremata said once 
Altalink submits an applica¬ 
tion to build, the EUB will 
have a hearing and groups 
that still have concerns will 
have the option to apply and 
become interveners so they 
can receive money to 
conduct research and prove 
their argument’s validity. 

“It has to be shown that 
there is a public health con¬ 
cern here. If research is ta¬ 
bled that this development is 
unsafe then we won’t ap¬ 
prove it,” said Scheremata, 


“If you have one person in¬ 
dicating with hard, clear 
facts there is a health con¬ 
cern - that is something that 
will carry huge weight, peo¬ 
ple just coming in saying 
they’re against it, just be¬ 
cause they’re against it, 
won’t carry as much 
weight.” 

He went on to say that 
“there have been numerous 
studies shown from energy 
field emissions and no con¬ 
clusive link has been made 
for adverse health.” 

Mark Johns, director of 
conceptual engineering and 
sighting with Altalink, said 
they are conducting a series 
of open houses from the 
north-end to the south-end 
of the line for landowners 
and stakeholders to voice 
concerns. 

“Landowners always 
come up with some concerns 
and they are certainly 
heightened because of the 
size of the transmission 
lines,” said Johns, “We 
endeavor to share as much 
info as we have.” 

The average height of a 
typical 500kV tower is 39 to 
49m with the width at the 
top of the tower being 23m. 
The base is seven to 10m 
wide. There would be about 
380m between towers or 
three per km. If the route is 
next to existing 240kV 
lines, the towers will be po¬ 
sitioned beside each other. 
About 60m of ‘right-of-way’ 
would be required if the line 
is located on a new cross¬ 
country or quarter line 
route. Roughly 90m is re¬ 
quired if the new line is next 
to an existing line. 

“We’ve heard the annual 
structure payments are too 
low so Altalink has re¬ 
sponded with an increase,” 
said Johns. 

On average the fee for a 
tower is $160 annually, now 


Rural landowners have 
united to oppose plans to 
construct power lines in cen¬ 
tral Alberta. 

Altalink, a Quebec and 
Ontario owned firm, is pro¬ 
posing to build a series of 
high voltage transmissions 
lines and towers through a 
scenic corridor from Edmon¬ 
ton to Calgary. 

But over 3000 residents 
who own land through the 
stretch want none of it, and 
last week, took the first for¬ 
mal steps to protect this pro¬ 
ductive strip of land. 

President of UPTAG 
(United Power Transmis¬ 
sion Area Groups), Glenn 
Smith, a retiree living west 
of Didsbury, said it is impor¬ 
tant landowners remain 
united. 

“Do not sign any agree¬ 
ment with Altalink or their 
representatives,” he im¬ 
plored. 

He is concerned about 
health risks, restrictions to 
farming around the trans¬ 
formers, compensation and 
decreased property value 
when the veins of power 
lines pump energy across 
his backyard. 

The proposed towers are 
to run from Genesee substa¬ 
tion, west of Edmonton, to 
Langdon, east of Calgary, 
with 500-kilovolts running 
through the lines. 

Smith already has nine 
transmission towers tattoo¬ 
ing his property for which 
he receives $115 each, annu¬ 
ally. This amount, he says, 
isn’t enough, because the 
towers devalue his property 
and his ability to work 
around the lines is limited, 
noting a new John Deere 
combine’s height exceeds 
minimum height restric¬ 
tions allowed around the 
lines. 

“It’s devalued our land al¬ 
ready,” said Smith, even 
though the proposed 
changes are only in the 
planning stages. 

“We want the EUB (Al¬ 
berta Energy and Utilities 
Board) to reopen hearings 
for landowners to have a 
fair hearing of what is in¬ 
volved and why they decided 
to run the power lines in 
this area,” said Smith. 

“We haven’t had a fair 
hearing,” he said, “We want 
to voice our concerns.” 

The Alberta Electrical 
System Operator (AESO), 
which is responsible for the 
economic planning and op¬ 
eration of Alberta’s power 
supply, is attempting to up¬ 
grade the transmission sys¬ 
tem by the end of the decade 
to avoid exceeding capacity. 
This involves more than dou¬ 
bling the voltage of the lines

QUESTION: We have a very athletic junior-high school 
boy who loves every kind of physical activity. He gets 
most of his exercise in PE class every morning, but I hap¬ 
pen to know that he doesn’t shower afterward. The school 
no longer makes him or the other kids do it. When I was 
a student we were required to clean up after sweating in 
the gym. How come this is no longer considered neces¬ 
sary? 


QUESTION: Some educators have said we should 
eliminate report cards and academic marks. Do you think 
this is a good idea? 


DR. DOBSON: No. I believe academic marks are valu¬ 
able for students in the third grade or higher. They rein¬ 
force and reward the child who has achieved in school 
and act as a nudge to the youngster who hasn’t. It is 
important, though, that grades be used properly. They 
have the power to create or to destroy motivation. 

Through the elementary years, I’ve always felt that a 
child’s grades should be based on what he does with what 
he has. In other words, I think we should grade accord¬ 
ing to ability. A slow child should be able to succeed in 
school just as certainly as a gifted youngster. If he strug¬ 
gles and sweats to achieve, he should somehow be re¬ 
warded — even if his work falls short of an absolute stand¬ 
ard. By the same token, gifted children should not be given 
A’s just because they are smart enough to excel without 
working. 

Again, the primary purpose in grading in the elemen¬ 
tary school years should be to reward academic effort. 

However, as the student goes into high school, the pur¬ 
pose of grading shifts. Those who take college prepara¬ 
tory courses must be graded on an absolute standard. An 
“A” in chemistry or calculus is accepted by college admis¬ 
sion boards as a symbol of excellence, and secondary teach¬ 
ers must preserve that meaning. Students with lesser aca¬ 
demic skill need not take those difficult courses. 

To repeat, marks for children can be the teacher’s most 
important motivational tool provided they are used cor¬ 
rectly. Therefore, the recommendation that schools elimi¬ 
nate grading is a move away from discipline in the class¬ 
room.

DR. DOBSON: Like you, I was required to shower 
after every gym class. The coach would look us over to 
make sure we were clean before sending us on our way. 
Students who didn’t shower didn’t pass. But those days 
are just about over. The reason is because junior-high 
students are so sensitive about their bodies today that it 
is very painful for them to have to strip in front of one 
another. 

They vary so much in development at that age that 
some are grown-up adults and others are still little pre- 
pubescent kids. It is nightmarish for the immature young¬ 
ster to have to put his or her body on display in front of 
the wolf pack. They would tear him to pieces. Others feel 
fat or skinny or hairy or (fill in the blank). Increasingly, 
they resist having to take it all off in the locker room. 

When I was a school psychologist, I met with a high 
school sophomore who absolutely refused to shower. His 
recalcitrance violated district policy and I was asked to 
identify his problem. After talking to this boy and seeing 
how vulnerable he was to the ridicule of his peers, I agreed 
that he should not be required to humiliate himself five 
days a week. Twenty years ago, this lad was an excep¬ 
tion. Now, given the body-consciousness of our culture, 
his attitude is common. 

Another factor is that coaches and teachers have be¬ 
come very leery of false charges of sexual abuse. Even if 
untrue, a person’s entire career could go down the drain 
just by the suggestion that he or she was enjoying look¬ 
ing at the kids. This is another reason mandatory show¬ 
ers in schools are being phased out. 

The result? Teachers have to work in a classroom full 
of sweaty adolescents who smell like a gymnasium — or 
worse.

Once a Grizzly always a Grizzly 


I talked to the most inter¬ 
esting lady this past Friday, 
and could have listened to 
her hockey stories for 
hours. (There’s always a lit¬ 
tle bit of treasure when you 
take the time to ask some¬ 
one about history. ) As a 
relative newcomer to the 
community, I set out to 
gather some history on 
youth hockey in Didsbury. 
This led me to Joyce Mullen. 
Didsburians are nodding 
now if they know Mrs. 
Mullen, having already been 
impressed by this feisty, sto¬ 
rytelling lady. 

In 1957, Mrs. Mullen 
started up Cub hockey. Mrs. 
Mullen was the Cub leader 
in Didsbury for years. She 
wanted something for the 
kids to do in the winter, and 
having an interest in 
hockey, she talked to George 
Wilkins who let her have 2 
hours of ice on Saturdays. 
A smart lady, Mrs. Mullen, 
she understood that skating 
skill was key to the devel¬ 
opment of a good hockey 
program. She began with 
“one hour of drill each Sat¬ 
urday, what you would now 
call power skating.” She 
used Gordie Howe’s hockey 
book as her guide. The sec¬ 
ond hour of ice time was 
used for shinny, hockey in 
its purest form. 

There was no proper 
equipment, and no unneces¬ 
sary roughness allowed. She 
didn’t allow slap shots be¬ 
cause her goalies were small 
and she could often be heard 
repeating “use the wrist 
shot!” At one point Mrs. 
Mullen had 51 youth in¬ 
volved in her Cub hockey 
program. Everybody played, 
and when the whistle blew, 
the lines changed. She 
laughed as she described the 
variety of players and skat¬ 
ers on the ice. 

Many players went on to 
higher levels of hockey out¬ 
side of the program, while 
others skated on their an¬ 
kles and used their sticks to 
hold them up. 

“We didn’t do to badly”, 
she said, “and I enjoyed it, 
I really did.” Usually the 
Cubs were divided up and 
played against each other. 
Then there were the occa¬ 


sions when the Cubs would 
play a team from out of 
town. Mrs. Mullen described 
in detail a game against the 
Tri- City Champs from 
Calgary who traveled out to 
Didsbury, eager to get some 
ice time. Mrs. Mullen agreed 
to play them but only if they 
played by her rules, Cub 
rules. “Everybody plays,” 
she declared. “No-one sits 
on the bench. You can’t 
score on a slap shot, and the 
goalie is allowed to drop on 
his puck.” 

“We held those guys 1-0 
after 3 periods of play,” she 
proudly recounted. You 
could picture the game as 
she described it. What fun it 
must have been! What fun 
she instilled in the game and 
in those Cubs that played. 
And that’s the bottom line, 
isn’t it? Here is an amazing 
lady who set out to create 
an opportunity for the 
youth, an opportunity open 
to everyone willing to play 
by the rules. And in that 
opportunity to have fun, 
there lay a foundation for 
personal skill development, 
team development, and life¬ 
long friendships. In this 
way, Minor Hockey and Cub 
Hockey are similar. Mrs. 
Mullen proudly pointed out 
“that many of the fine 
coaches that have been in¬ 
volved in Minor hockey, 
were my Cubs!” And 
through these coaches, her 
legacy continues. Thank 
you Mrs. Mullen!
